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THE NEW P.R.A. 


( ype hundred and fourteen years elapsed between 
-” the election of the first architect-President of the 
Royal Academy (James Wyatt, 1805) and the second 
(Sir Aston Webb, 1919). The comparatively short 
:erval between the second and third is a matter upon 
hich the profession of architecture is to be congratu- 
red. In a sense, the election of Sir Edwin Lutyens 
» the Presidency of the Academy is a recognition of 
he increasing importance of architecture among the 
cts, but primarily it is a tribute to the artistic distinc- 
:on and personal and social qualities of Sir Edwin. 
If the ordinarily intelligent layman were asked to 
mention the names of prominent contemporary English 
architects there can be no doubt that one of the first 
would be “ Lutyens,” for it has been the lot of Sir 
Kdwin, more, perhaps, than any other living architect, 
to design works that have come prominently before the 
public notice ; for example, the Cenotaph, a great part 
of the New Delhi, and the Roman Catholic Metropolitan 
Cathedral at Liverpool. For this reason alone Sir 
Edwin is likely to be a “ popular’ P.R.A. His breadth 
of outlook, his sociability and ready wit are likely to 
make him equally popular with the great confraternity 
of the arts. 

There is no need to mention here a list of Sir Edwin’s 
works—they are too well known ; but it may be recalled 
that he was elected A.R.A. in 1913 and R.A. in 1920, 
receiving the honour of knighthood in 1918. His pro- 
fessional brethren will, we are sure, allow us to join 
their congratulations with our own and wish him a 
prosperous term of office. 


TENDERING 


C—=———— tendering is an imperfect system, for 

which no better substitute has yet been found in 
practice. It, at least, provides a contract basis in which 
there are two willing parties, the one making a voluntary 
offer, and the other a voluntary acceptance. The one 
party knows how much he will be paid for his work ; the 
other knows exactly its cost to him as it will be if 
unvaried. 

The uncertain element is that the building contractor 
does not know what his profit will be until the costs 
have been in fact expended. The only way in which 
this factor could be tightened up would be by the 
operation of piecework throughout the job, whereby 
the contractor could assess the exact costs to himself 
in advance. This, however, would be simply trans- 
ferring the onus to the shoulders of the operatives. 

We have to accept the fact that the element of un- 
certainty must always enter in some way into a building 
contract. But in times of shortage, there is a*tendency 
for quite respectable firms to tender deliberately at 
‘igures which can represent little or no profit. At the 
same time there are less reputable firms ready to put 
‘orward offers known to be below the cost price, either 
with the deliberate intention of recovering the paper 
!osses by scamped work, inferior substitutes and inflated 
extras, or in the hope that the tide of prosperity may 
‘urn on subsequent work and so avert disaster. 

The first and, legitimate circumstances can be of some 
embarrassment to the industry, since the times impose 
“pon the industry, as a whole, a standard of profit set 
iy those upon whom the pressure of events has been the 
‘nost intense. The second circumstance has nothing to 
commend it, and, if it were rife, would in time ruin 
‘he industry. 

Various ingenious remedies to exclude this dubious 
type of business have been devised, but we know of none 
that carries with it no other objection equally debate- 
able. The remedy may finally rest with proper and 


te ct me se 


careful administration rather than with newly devised 
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methods. Care in selecting lists of builders for invitation 
to tender seems to be the first and obvious precaution. 

The strongest forces in the business world are skill 
and integrity in a powerful alliance. That there should 
remain the right for firms to resolve to keep their estab- 
lishments going in certain temporary circumstances, 
with little or no profit, and that the public should remain 
free to take reasonable advantage of such willingness, 
is a View that appears to be widely held. 


“WET-TIME INSURANCE 


"TE Building Industry Supplementary Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Scheme (‘‘ Wet-time benefit ’’) 
submitted to the Minister of Labour under Section 72 
of the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1935, is intended 
to insure contributors—already insured in the building 
industry—during those periods of unemployment in 
respect of which they may not be entitled to benefit, or 
against partial employment, only when, due to incle- 
ment weather, work is rendered impossible. The scheme 
—which is, as it should be, a contributory one—is sum- 
marised on page 1180, together with details of the 
constitution of the General Council and of the Board 
which would administer it. 

When the scheme is in operation, contributions will 
become payable at once, but in order to accumulate 
funds, it is intended that the benefits will not be obtain- 
able until a year has elapsed. The administration of 
the scheme requires the co-operation of the labour 
exchange to obviate the possibility of a person concerned 
obtaining both unemployment benefit and “ wet-time 
benefit” at the same time. Employers will be repaid 
from the Supplementary Fund the amount of any “ wet- 
time benefit ” paid by them under the scheme. 

The scheme must, by its nature and extent, place 
liabilities and inconveniences upon employers and em- 
ployed, which are inevitable. Both employer and em- 
ployee would seem to have been protected by safeguards 
in its constitution. They seem adequate. Furthermore, 
the building industry has given its blessing to the scheme 
inasmuch as the National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry has been responsible for its submission. 

No doubt, all that may appear difficult now will, 
after the scheme has begun to work, be overcome. 
Be that as it may, anyone desirous of making any repre- 
sentations must make them to the Ministry of Labour 
before January 7, so that they may be available when a 
public inquiry is held. 


THE WESTMINSTER HOUSE SITE 


PROFOUND disappointment will be felt as a 
result of the Government’s refusal to the request 
to make up the balance—either £140,000 or £100,000, 
dependent upon the extent of grant promised from 
the Road Fund—of the £400,000 purchase price of the 
site of. Westminster House.’ The Treasury, through Sir 
John Simon, has undertaken to contribute £100,000, 
but as this would be inclusive of any grant from the 
Road Fund, it is obvious that the grant will, in effect, 
be either £40,000 or nothing, depending on the amount 
of the Road Fund contribution.. © 

The Government thus place the onus on the Middlesex 
County Council, the London County. Council, and the 
Westminster County Council to make good the £100,000 
yet required. In the opinion of many, these bodies 
have already offered substantial amounts which should 
fully cover the value of thé local benefit.. The national 
and imperial aspect of the proposed improvement is 
one which is the Government's. responsibility—a re- 
sponsibility to which Sir John’s statement on Tuesday 


must commit it. We must urge speedy reconsidera- 


tion by the Treasury of this question.

The B.B.C. Building : 
Plan for Extension. 

Excavation of the Portland-place site 
upon which Broadcasting House will be 
extended to more than double its present 
size is to begin immediately. This work 
will be complete by about the. middle of 
next year. Soon afterwards work will 
hegin on the ‘construction of the new 
building, which, it is hoped, will be ready 
for occupation by the end of 1940. This 
work will be the subject of a later con- 
tract. A view of the buildings on the 
site is on this page. 

The elevation—one of five schemes sub- 
mitted—has been approved by the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, and is shown on 
facing page. The architectural treatment 
of the extension will continue and 
amplify that of the. existing fagade to 
Portland-place, the two portions of the 
building forming a complete architectural 
entity that will be both dignified and in 
harmony with its surroundings. Five 
underground studios will be incorporated 
in the extension and, in order to eliminate 
all possible risk of extraneous noise, each 
will be constructed as a separate shell, 
floated and isolated from the building 
itself. A general purposes studio will be

80 ft. long, 54 ft. wide and 30 ft. high. 
Three dramatic studios, an “ effects ”’ 
studio and a number of rehearsal rooms 
are also being provided. 

Above ground-floor level the extension 
is designed as an office building, with 
rather more accommodation than Broad- 
casting House has at present. The 
building itself will have a maximum 
height of approximately 110 ft. in con- 
tinuation with the sky-line of the upper- 
most part of the existing building. A new 
main entrance will be provided for the 
staff in the Portland-place frontage, and 
a special feature of the extended eleva- 
tion is the semi-circular treatment on the 
corner of Portland-place and Duchess- 
street, surmounted by one of the two 
existing masts that will be removed from 
its position on the roof of the present 
building.

Improvements at Guildhall : 
A £500,000 Scheme. 

Tue City Lands Committee of the Cor- 
poration of London are recommending the 
Common Council to proceed with the first 
part of the Guildhall improvement scheme 
at an estimated cost of about £224,000. 
This is part of a £500,000 scheme designed 
by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, which has been 
divided into two sections, and the City 
Lands Committee are now recommending 
a beginning with Section A. This will 
consist of the demolition and rebuilding 
of the offices which lie to the north-west 
of Guildhall itself, with a main frontage 
in Aldermanbury and a return frontage 
to Three Nuns-court. It will entail the 
erection on the cleared site of a four-storey 
building with basement. There is no in- 
tention of touching the Alderman’s Court 
room, which is of some antiquity and is 
characteristic of an interesting period, 
nor indeed of destroying anything that is 
of historic or architectural importance.

DESIGN FOR EXTENSION TO THE B.B.C. BUILDING, PORTLAND PLACE, W. 


MESSRS. G. VAL MYER AND WATSON-HART, FF.R.I.B.A., AND MESSRS. WIMPERIS, SIMPSON AND GUTHRIE, FF.R.1.B.A., ASSOCIATED 


ARCHITECTS, IN CONJUNCTION WITH MR. M. T. TUDSBERY, M.INST.C.E., CIVIL ENGINEER TO THE B.B.C, 
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Tue International Building Club, about 
which we have heard so much in the 
shape of proposed premises and the like 
during the past twelve months, has now 
assumed a definite form—a form which 
indicates that it will be of interest to any 
person connected with the building 
industry. 

Originally the Club (Str Harotp BEL- 
MAN, of the Abbey Road Building Society, 
appears to be the main sponsor) made 
application for premises in Carlton House- 
terrace and found that no club may exist 
there that is not of five years’ standing— 
under the ruling of the Crown Commis- 
sioners. Next, they had in mind to go 
near the R.I.B.A. building for obvious 
reasons. Now they are definitely estab- 
lished at the Hyde Park Corner end of 
Park-lane. 

Last week J received an invitation to 
look over the building and its state of 
completion. It is a splendid site; the 
main rooms look north towards Marble 
Arch, and are to be put to a sound social 
purpose. 

On the ground floor is the restaurant 
(for 60 people) and a buffet. Ladies are 
to be allowed in this floor as guests after 
6 p.m. On the first floor is a large bar 
and lounge. £6,000 is being spent on 
alterations under Racuuiis as architect 
(chosen because of the international 
nature of the Club and to avoid contro- 
versy among English designers), and the 
painters, AUFSEESON, E>pwarpD BawDeEN and 
JOHN ARMSTRONG are working on murals. 
KENNETH BeELLMAN—son of Sir Harold—is 
in charge, and it was he who told me that 
an option has been obtained on the adjoin- 
ing house, which will be converted on the 
completion of No. 141 at end of this month. 
Weekly luncheons, with speakers, are to 
be arranged. 

Opening, by a Minister of the State, will 
be in mid-January. Up to December 31 
the entrance fee of five guineas is being 
waived—the year’s subscription of five 
guineas only being charged. The present 
membership is 1,000, members varying 
from surveyors to American architects.

They—the architects—designed a large 
building to cost £250,000. During build- 
ing the clients bought adjoining property 
and extended the building; later, they 
found that certain flats did not ‘‘ go ”- and 
altered their size. The result was a total 
figure of £290,000. Since then, through no 
fault of the designers or contractors, the 
company has gone into liquidation, and 
the headlines of the “ dailies ’’ produce 
such total] figures as £500,000 and £400,000. 
This has unfairly suggested that the archi- 
tects are responsible for enormous extras, 
and the contractors expensive and ineffi- 
cient people. 

In point of fact, the contractors’ 
accounts are tied up with the company; 
the architects’ fees are not, I understand, 
paid on the final accounts. 


* * * 


And that dispenses with two items I 
have had on my mind for a fortnight. 
This week, if I am not careful, will leave 
something on my mind for the next fort- 
night—a succession of events and people 
which, and who, by their very diversity, 
tend to rob one of any particular aim one 
might have in view. 

Tuesday evening, December 6, saw the 
first night of the Blue Circle Players’ pro- 
duction of Dodie Smith’s comedy “ Call It 
a Day.’”’ The proceeds go to charity. It 
was an amateur production of players nor- 
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mally pursuing—forgive me if I say this— 
a more concrete calling than acting, and jt 
was extremely well produced and ex. 
tremely well acted. 

The play was most appropriate for the 
audience (domestic comedy and a busi. 
ness men’s gathering), and, really, a good 
time was had by all. 

* * * 

This morsel of the industry at play was 
preceded, so far as I was concerned, any- 
how, by a housewarming of a job I have 
recently completed. There is little of rea] 
interest to discuss about the party itself 
(it was successful—the host was Cuarues 
KEARLEY), but I was surprised to notice 
how a horde of people, no matter how 
elegant, destroy the form of any architec. 
tural conception one may have in one’s 
mind. 

A woman guest surprised me by reach- 
ing the same conclusion by a different 
method of deduction. ‘‘ Modern Architec- 
ture,” she said, “‘is destroyed by the 
presence of people, who hide the low lines 
of the interior work.” A perfectly accurate 
remark which I interpreted as being a 
very true attack on contemporary archi- 
tecture which has, to some extent, 
ignored the treatment of the upper part of 
the walls and ceilings. When one thinks 
of any past style of interior the design was 
always carried to a height beyond that of 
the normal person. I feel it is a lesson 
worth remembering. 

* * 

Brian Westwoop and R. E. ENTHOVEN 
asked me to lunch with them at the A.A. 
for the purpose of discussing an exhibi- 
tion of perspectives, which is to be held at 
Bedford-square during January. It was 
really a question of thinking of names of 
possible draughtsmen among the perspec- 
tivists who are worth “ hanging.” CyriL 
Farey, Wiit1am Watcot and J. D. M. 
Harvey are, of course, obvious choices, 
but other names, such as SuppaBy, CorNvU, 
CRABTREE, FREEMAN, CHAMPNEYS, WRIGHT 
and TayLor cropped up, not to mention 
‘* Murus,” and the work of two draughts- 
men killed in the War—Gascoyne and 
Horsnett, so the exhibition promises 
well.

The previous day I had lunched with 
a well-known publicist, who depressed me 
(a) by his angle on politics, and (6) by 
his information regarding the tendency 
of manufacturers to localise themselves 
against the large combines. If a large 
group can sell their goods in, for instance, 
Hastings, for less than the Hastings 
equivalents can produce them, the cry 
goes up, “ Why not buy your goods in 
Hastings and support local trade.” This 
is a policy of isolation, which can only 
result in a medieval set of small states 
who refuse to exchange goods, Similarly, 
local architects are protesting about out- 
siders building their local civic buildings 
and committing the faux pas of boasting 
that ‘‘they have done civic work else 
where, why should an outsider come in? 
Politics echo a similar state.

The photograph on this page shows 4 
small building at Cowes, attributed to 
John Nash. This, I hear, is to be de 
molished. Is Cowes, then, so rich in 
architecture ? : 

Nash, of course, had close connections 
with the Isle of Wight. After his fall from 
favour, resulting from the extravagances 
of George IV, he repaired to the Island, 
where he died a pauper’s death. 
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WAYNFLETE’S TOWER. 


By C. D. HAWLEY, F.R.1.B.A. 
WaynrLete’s Tower, by the banks of 


the Mole at Esher, was formerly the Gate-. 


house of Esher Place, an important 
mansicn belonging to the Bishops of 
Winchester. The Gatehouse was built by 
William of Waynflete, successor of Car- 
dinal Beaufort, who died in 1447. Wayn- 
flete was a distinguished personage in the 
time of Henry VI, having held the office 
of Chancellor in addition to his episcopal 
office, and was a prelate of great educa- 
tional enthusiasm and attainments, which 
found practical expression at the climax 
of his career in the founding of Magdalen 
College, Oxford. He was appointed the 
first master of the King’s new foundation 
at Eton, becoming Provost shortly after- 
wards. A pioneer in the use of brickwork, 
his work in this material can be seen on 
a larger scale at Eton School. On his 
nomination by the King, in 1447, to the 
See of Winchester he came into possession 
of the manor at Esher, enlarging the house 
and building the famous Gatehouse which 
bears his name. As an example of 15th- 
century pre-Tudor brickwork it is one of 
the most valuable specimens remaining. 
The most notable feature internally is 
the finely-worked brick spiral staircase, 
which is a masterpiece of craftsmanship 
and ingenuity. The ground floor, which 
served as the gateway to the quadrangle, 
retains its original brick vault, and 
another of the same material still exists 
on the floor above. The interior was pro- 
fusely decorated with plaster ornamenta- 
tion by William Kent, the architect, who 
rebuilt the house, circa 1729, on an exten- 
sive scale for Henry Pelham, brother of 
the celebrated Duke of Newcastle, the 
former Tudor mansion having fallen into 
ruin. Kent built the east porch of the 
Tower and altered the tracery of the 
windows in a style reminiscent of Vene- 
tian Gothic. 
string course are also his work. Consider- 
able portions of Kent’s ornamentation 
still exist in situ. Despite Kent’s minor 
adaptations and ‘‘ improvements,” the 
Tower remains substantially Waynflete’s 
work, its original character having been 
remarkably preserved through its many 
vicissitudes and changes of ownership. 
The alternative, and perhaps more 
popular, designation of ‘* Wolsey’s 
Tower,” is due to the circumstance of 
Cardinal Wolsey having resided here

when, in 1529, he was disgraced and 
forced into retirement by command of 
Henry VIII. Here he spent the last 
winter of his life, dying the following year 
at Leicester Abbey. 

In view of its unique historical associa- 
tions and architectural interest, the 
Council of the Surrey Archeological 
Society has initiated a scheme for its pre- 
servation and maintenance in the 
national interest, and with this object has

I am writing to thank you, and indeed 
the whole of the technical Press, for the 
publicity given so freely to the President’s 
appeal for funds. In every case the 
papers added their own appeal, and called 
attention in their editorial columns to the 
urgent need of larger funds to enable 
adequate aid to be given to those who, in 
many cases, are in dire distress. 

This appeal, owing to your valuable 
help, must have reached many thousands 
of practising architects, but I regret to 
say that only 130 answers to it have been 
received at the offices of the Society up 
to date, enclosing cheques, etc., amount- 
ing to £229 12s.

Srr,—The A.A.S.T.A. invites the co- 
operation of your readers in the work of a 
committee which it has appointed to in- 
quire into the building activities of local 
authorities and to prepare a report (and 
possibly an exhibition) to show the valu- 
able part which the architect, given his 
proper status in local government organ- 
isation, can play in the betterment of town 
life and the improvement of social 
services. 

The widening scope of building work 
done by. local authorities is of the greatest 
importance for the future of the building 
industry and of its allied professions. The 
planned development of this work over a 
number of years would be not only of. the 
utmost value to the community. in pro- 
viding buildings urgently required to meet 
social needs, but also the best means of 
averting the threatening slump which is 
at the moment staved off only by the re- 
armament programme. 

From the point of view of the architec- 
tural profession the work of local authori- 
ties offers almost unlimited opportunity 
for expansion. To achieve such expan- 
sion not only the lay public but a big 
section of the profession itself must be 
educated, firstly, more fully to realise that 
architecture is (or should be) a matter of 
wash-houses and public conveniences, gas- 
works and working-class streets, as well 
as of civic buildings; and, secondly, to 
appreciate the need for the organisation of 
architectural work in the best possible 
way. We hope to show that there is a 
relationship between the way in which 
this work is organised (whether by 
borough engineer, official architect or 
private practitioner) and the quality of 
the buildings produced. 

Many of your readers have had experi- 
ence of local government work, and we 
wish to make an appeal to them to answer 
a questionnaire which we have prepared. 
Replies will be treated in the strictest 
confidence and with discretion. . The 
larger the number received the more 
authoritative and useful will be our 
report.

The Increased Cost of Building. 
To THE Eprtor or The Builder. 

S1r,—I was interested to read the report 
of the speech by the President of the 
National Federation of Specialists and 
Sub-contractors in your issue of Decem- 
ber 2. It is quite evident that the Presi- 
dent’s imagination is fired by the scheme 
evolved by the London Builders’ Con- 
ference. 

Members of the London Builders’ Con- 
ference submit their tenders, not directly 
to the prospective building owner as here- 
tofore, but to the accredited representa- 
tive of the ‘Conference for scrutiny and 
adjustment so that the lowest tender is 
automatically raised to a ‘<‘ fair price.” 
This “‘ fair price ” is-arrived at by taking 
the average of the lowest two-thirds of the 
tenders submitted, with an addition to 
cover the cost. of tendering, and it is this 
** fair price’ tender which is submitted 
to the architect or his client. It is claimed 


that the increase in price of the lowest... 


tender has so far not exceeded 1} per cent., 
but in my firm’s experience it varies from 
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3 per cent, to 4 per cent. Although the 
lowest tender submitted to the Conierence 
may show a fair rate of profit to the eop. 
tractor, who for many causes, such ag 
specialisation in the particular lags of 
work, proximity of site to works, or 
superior experience and organisation és 
perfectly able to carry out his criging} 
tender advantageously to himself and to 
the building owner, the latter has perforce 
to pay the difference between the lowest 
tender and the “ fair price.” 

Such a procedure can only be viewed 
with grave misgivings by architecis, sur- 
veyors and building owners, and it js 
suggested that the London Builder:’ Con. 
ference would do far better to see to it 
that their members tendered at a sum 
which included a “ fair profit,” as opposed 
to a manipulated figure called a “ fair 
price.”” The outline of such a scheme has 
already been indicated to the Chairman 
of the London Builders’ Conference. 

I am sure I am voicing both the views 
of architects and building owners in gay- 
ing there is no desire on their part that 
prices should be so cut as to risk bad 
quality workmanship or the sacrifice of 
a fair profit for services rendered by the 
contractor. ;

Tendering. 
To tHe Epiror or The Builder. 

Sir,—If there be doubt in the minds of 
any responsible builders or contractors 
respecting the need for the London 
Builders’ Conference, surely the slightest 
misgivings must have been dispelled by 
the admirable letter of your-correspondent 
“Roman Builder,’’ published in last 
week’s issue. 

The new “cut-throat” building firms, 
whether through blissful ignorance or de- 
sign, under the too ample cloak of limited 
liability are steadily undermining the 
stability and good influence of the well- 
tried and. old-established firms, only in 
a far-shorter time themselves to find well- 
deserved oblivion, but, alas! to leave a 
whole mountain of debt to their suppliers. 

As a young estimator I was “ brought 
up” on Laxton and Rea. Nowadays, 
these acknowledged authorities are seem- 
ingly put to absolute confusion by the 
pricing systems of so-called up-to-date 
estimators until the inevitable and un- 
pleasant comparison between prime-cost 
and account has to be made. But it seems 
that the stern lesson is never to be 
learned. 

Reputable builders’ merchants and sub- 
contractors are by no means free of criti- 
cism, because they are far too eager to 
sell to anybody and everybody, whether 
bona-fide builders and contractors or 
otherwise, at precisely similar rates and 
terms. They can—if they will—even at 
this late hour, do much to improve general 
conditions, and an urgent appeal should 
be so addressed to their trade association 
without delay. 

I venture to predict that our great 
industry will only be saved from disrup- 
tion by strict adherence to the common- 
sense and practical methods initiated by 
Sir Alfred Hurst and his associates ou 
the London Builders’ Conference, t0 
whom our warm and grateful thanks are

Sir,—!t may not be without interest for 
your architectural readers in the pro- 
yinces to learn how their unfortunate 
colleagues in London suffer under the 
London County Council’s interpretation of 
the Town and Country Planning Act and 
the Restriction. of Ribbon Development. 

Early in 1936 I was commissioned to 
design 2 block of flats in Prince’s Gate to 
take the place of existing houses Nos. 1 
to 11. I weleomed the commission be- 
cause the site was a magnificent one, the 
front facing Hyde Park, with a large orna- 
mental garden at the rear equal in area 
to an average London square. In addition 
the site was set back and approached by 
a private road off the main road, so that 
there would appear to be no difficulty with 
traffic regulations on one of London’s 
main arteries. 

After the first series of applications to 
the London County. Council it was not 
found possible to undertake the building 
in one operation, and it was decided to 
erect it in three sections, but the principle 
of the original scheme remained, and it 
was arranged to start with the end section 
working towards the centre. 

The following is a list of the various 
vicissitudes the design had to undergo in 
order to conform with the London County 
Council’s interim reading of the two Acts.

The whole point of my writing this 
letter is to suggest that all this over- 
lapping of work would be eliminated if 
architectural matters were dealt with 
directly by the Architects’ Departments, 
instead of applications having to be made 
first to the Clerk to the Council, who in 
the course of a week or so sends them to 
the Architect, who then passes them on 
to the Valuer, who seems to have far more 
say in the matter concerning architectural 
treatment than he should have; in fact, it 
was an Official of this department that I 
finally had to see vefore getting the per- 
mission of February 16, 1937, and that I 
only obtained with much difficulty by per- 
sonal visits to the County Hall. The 
photograph taken from the Park shows 
how the building would have been affected 
if I had not succeeded in obtaining the 
permission of February 16, 1937, to build 
the end pylons of the building symmetri- 
cally, and the photograph from the 
gardens shows the effect of the sliced-off 
right wing. 

Another question is, why should it be 
necessary to send drawings to so many 
departments of the London County 
Council, and also copies to the various 
borough councils? As far as I know, in 
this particular building, the Westminster 
City Council had no comments to offer on 
the original proposal, and therefore need 
not have been troubled with the maiming 
of the building occasioned by the further 
schemes that had to be submitted to the 
London County Council. 


The scheme was further complicated by 
the question of providing a garage. This 
was shown on the original scheme, but 
the experience my client had recently 
with a similar building of 100 flats at 
which six garages were provided and only 
two are in use, although the flats are 90 
per cent. rented, led him to think that a 
garage to this building would not have 
improved the amenities of the neighbour- 
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hood, and we have been able to leave the 
garage out of the two portions now bein 
built, but I have a letter from the Cle; 
of the Council, dated November 23, 193g 
to the effect that if the centre portion 
should be proceeded with a garage wij] 
ultimately be incorporated. No useful 
purpose will be served by raising this 
matter again for reasons that have already 
been pointed out to the Council on two 
occasions, but if further delay is caused 
(it will be noted that it takes two months 
to get a reply to any application or modifi. 
cation, however slight) I shall have to 
call the Council’s attention to a letter 
from Sir Kingsley Wood, when Minister 
of Health, addressed to Mr. J. F. §. 
Crowder, M.P. for Finchley, in which the 
Minister states, “‘ that there is no power 
to require the provision of garages above 
or below ground or courtyards for people 
visiting large blocks of offices or other 
buildings.” 

Notwithstanding this ruling, whenever a 
building project is passed by the London 
County Council the permission always 
has a blanket clause to the effect that 
garage accommodation must be provided, 
irrespective of the site or the conditions 
governing the erection of the building. 


In conclusion, when I see buildings of 
a similar character on the north side of 
the Park at Lancaster Gate and on the 
Bayswater-road nearer Queensway, of a 
height of well over 80 ft. and without 
elimination of the two top storeys, I 
wonder why a site in Princes Gate in 
much less congested surroundings, should 
be penalised in the way the London 
County Council have dealt with this 
project.

New Flats: A Reception. 


At the invitation of Mr. C. F. Kearley, an 
inspection was made last week of the flats 
at 65, Ladbroke-grove, which were illustrated 
in’a recent issue. Efficient design and plan- 
ning, labour-saving services, garages, etc., 
combine to make for the comfort of tenants. 
The architectural treatment is modern and of 
good proportion, and the building is in strik- 
ing contrast to the old stucco work adjoining. 
Designed by Mr. E. Maxwell Fry, B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A., the scheme, while essentially 
modern, is devoid of eccentricity or person 
mannerisms. The pent house (occupied b 
Mr. Kearley), where the reception was held, 
was designed by Mr. R. Myerscough-Walker. 
Decorations are reticent and give spaciousness 
of effect to the rooms, which, like all the 
rooms in the flats, are well lighted. At the 
rear a pleasant garden is at the disposal 
the tenants.

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Tue Girls’ Modern School at Bed- 
ford has been rebuilt on their 
playing field on the outskirts of the 
town, and on the banks of the river 
Ouse. 

GENERAL Scueme. — The school 
already owns a house adjoining the 
field, which is used for teaching 
domestic subjects, and where 
kitchens and dining-rooms provide 
midday meals for the girls. Be- 
tween the grounds of the house and 
the playing field runs a _ small 
stream. The existing house fronts 
right on to the road, and difficult 
problems of planning arose in con- 
necting the old building with the 
new, while setting the new building 
away from the roadway, and on the 
further side of the stream. These 
have been solved in an imaginative 
and practical manner. The plan- 
ning has not the conventional 
arrangement associated with 
schools, but meets the particular 
needs of the site and fits compactly 
into the triangle of ground formed 
by the stream and the river. 

Pran.—The old house is linked to 
the new school by a low wing con- 
taining a corridor and spacious 
cloakrooms, which bridge the 
stream. .This wing is.thrown back 
on a curve so as to bring the main 
building back from the road. 

The oval porch of the main en- 
trance leads directly into a foyer, on 
one side of which rises the main 
staircase and on the other the doors 
into the large school hall. The

headmistress’s room and admini- 
strative offices are near the en- 
trance, flanking one side of the hall, 
but being of one storey allow for 
windows above lighting the hall 
on the south side. Beyond the hall 
are the classrooms on two- floors, 
facing south-east; on-the opposite 
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side of the main corridor is placed 
the library, an airy and large room 
lit from three sides. 

The science laboratories, craft 
rooms and art department are also 
on two floors, and placed in a wing 
running at right angles to the main 
axis. ‘At the farthest end of the

main corridor is the gymnasium 
with its changing-rooms. 

Both from within and without, the 
building is cheerful and attractive, 
and an interesting feature is the 
staff common-room, which is 
planned over the main entrance 
with a large circular bay window, 
and is grouped with a low tower 
arising above the roof of the large 
hall, in which is a staircase leading 
to the cinema and projection room, 
and to the flat roofs. The hall has 
a gallery at one end, and the plat- 
form is provided with proscenium 
curtains and footlights for theatri- 
cal work. The lower part of the 
hall is panelled with oak. Doors 
from the hall open out directly on 
to a broad terrace facing the playing 
field. 

FintsHines.—The classrooms and 
corridors are lined with a white 
sand-lime brick which, with its 
cream colour pointing, is not only 
serviceable in upkeep, but looks 
well. The hall, library and ad- 
ministrative quarters are plastered. 
The classrooms are all equipped 
with cupboards for books and 
papers. The “ blackboards” are 
green, and a large fibre-boarded 
space provides for the pinning up 
of maps and pictures, while charac- 
ter is given to the different rooms 
by use of different coloured paint 
on the woodwork. Hardwood block 
floors of beech are general in the 
teaching rooms, While a_ pale- 
coloured terrazzo is used in the 
corridor. Interest and colour are 
gained by the use of the school and 
the town arms as decoration motifs, 
designed by Mr. Esmond Burton, 
while it is hoped to embellish the 
upper foyer with maps of the town 
of Bedford, both modern and 
ancient, which are being painted by 
the staff and students of the school. 

The buildings throughout are 
heated by a low-pressure heating 
system. The boilers are coal-burn- 
ing and are automatically stoked. 
A separate hot-water system pro- 
vides hot water to lavatories and 
shower baths, etc. 

Extertor.—Material used for the 
buildings externally is a local brick 
of varied colour and good texture,

with a limited use of stone for dress- 
ings. The buildings have flat roofs, 
and in the design allowance has 
been made for future extension, 
which will be by the addition of an 
extra floor.

ll-in. brick, with a wash of ivory 
distemper. The roof is of green 
pantiles. All floors are hardwood, 
with the exception of the kitchen 
and downstairs bathroom, which are 
tiled. Heating and hot water are 
entirely electrical, thermostatically 
controlled. 

The hall is fitted with built-in 
cocktail cupboard and_ electro- 
vapour radiator on left. The floor 
is Pyinkado. French doors lead to 
the lobby and cloakroom. On the 
other side are sliding doors opening 
into the dining-room: . The dining- 
room floor is.also Pyinkado. There 
is a built-in sideboard with glass top 
which runs the whole length of the 
room. Lighting is indirect; from 
the cornice.

The sitting-room adjoins’ the 
dining-room, and there is a sliding 
door which separates them if neces- 


‘sary. The floor here is again Pyin- 


kado, and french doors open on to 
a small loggia facing. south and 
west, overlooking the garden and 
stream. The kitchen is_ tiled 
throughout, and has built-in furni- 
ture and stainless steel sink. Maid’s 
bedroom and bathroom are also in 
the kitchen wing. 

The best bedroom has a built-in 
dressing-table, lit from panel above. 
French doors open on to the flat 
roof of the loggia. The bathroom is 
entirely panelled in black glass, 
with figures of mermaids etched on. 
The ceiling and rubber floors are 
pale blue, with the bath and wash- 
basin to match. Other fittings are 
chromium. Lighting is from panels 
in the ceiling and on each side of 


- the wash-basin.

As these showrooms stand at the 
junction of two roads, full advan- 
tage was taken of the chance to form 
a dignified front by raising the 
centre part to form a tower flanked 
by the two showroom wings. The 
tower, lit on all four corners by.tall 
windows, forms a spares and tyre 
store. A fully glazed canopy is being 
erected to cover in entirely the 
space from the petrol pumps to the 
full width of the front entrance 
splay, as indicated on the plan by 
dotted lines. 

Complete freedom of movement 
for all cars in showrooms or work- 


shop has been achieved with the 


use of sliding doors to both show- 
room fronts, from showrooms to 
workshop, and again from work- 
shop to washdown and yard at 
the back. This ensures absence of 
congestion at any point within the 
building. The whole of the in- 
teriors are well lit, at least half of 
the wall space being taken up by 
metal windows. Internally, also, 
the main partitions to the office and 
from the centre car lift space to the 
showrooms either side are glazed 
metal partitions. This enables easy 
supervision from the office and 
allows waiting customers to keep 
new cars in view the whole time. A 
white glazed tiled w.c. and lavatory 
is provided for the use of customers. 

The workshop is particularly well 
lit, as a north light runs the length 
of the roof, with a large triangular 
roof light directly over the end of 
the car-lifter. Central heating is 
installed with three radiators to

ANNUAL BANQUET. 


-“Do not any of you be deceived into 
thinking that architects will be created 
or that art will be fostered, or encouraged, 
by Registration,” said Str Epw1n Cooper, 
R.A., President of the Incorporated 
Association of Architects and Surveyors, 
when he presided on Friday, December 9, 
at the annual banquet of the Association 
at the Dorchester Hotel, London. 

‘During this year the Registration Bill 
has become law,” Sir Edwin said. ‘‘ Though 
I think it unfortunate that all architects have 
to be registered in the form prescribed under 
an Act of Parliament, the law must be com- 
plied with, and it is our duty to the younger 
men to ensure that every effort is made to fit 
them to become architects in the true sense, 
whatever standard of scientific proficiency is 
prescribed. 

“There is a great deal written and talked 
of to-day about the modern outlook in the 
arts, and the work of the serious artist is oft- 
times treated with derision by men who have 
a literary capacity, but who, I submit, have 
never experienced the hard work, anxiety 
and close study that are called for in carry- 
ing out Pmecep. i any large building under- 
taking where careful planning and something 
more than crude outlines and elimination of 
ornament are called for. 

‘* Years ago many of you, like myself, saw 
the start of this so-called modern movement 
in Germany and Italy. I am unable to com- 
prehend the strange character of some 
present-day work, especially in Italy, when I 
think of the examples men in that country 
have ever before them, in the sch>'s:’ 7 works 
of the best men of the Renaissance. 

‘“We are told in many places that a 
knowledge of the fine work of great masters 
of the past is superfluous to the architect of 
to-day. Yet I believe that a careful study 
of traditional work is as essential to the 
architect who desires to carry out good work 
as are the classics to the scholar, Roman law 
to the lawyer, or anatomy and medicine to 
the doctor. 


Lessons from the Past. 

“From a careful study of past work, an 
architect will derive a sense of fine planning, 
of scale and proportion, refinement of detail 
and graciousness. It is my opinion that no 
individual or community has attained, or can 
attain, and maintain greatness in any field 
of effort without utilising the benefits that 
have been handed down to them by their 
predecessors. Why is it that so many of 
those who pose as representatives of creative 
art seek to level everything of gracious 
aspiration down to the commonplace, and to 
make cold severity the canon of the day to an 
extent that makes it meaningless? We must 
remember that whilst endeavouring to 
express that knowledge of beauty and utility 
that are present in all ages, our vocation is 
to design sound buildings in which men and 
women can live in comfort and work at ease. 

“* The great architects of the past were the 
simplest of men—they had no fantastic 
opinions about protection, registration or 
their personal greatness. We can be 
certain that they were severely criticised, 
sometimes by the ignorant; yet they expected 
it as part of their work, perhaps they even 
laughed amongst themselves now and then, 
but they produced works of art for the 
ordinary man to use and take a delight in.” 

The speaker went on to say that so far as 
the Association was concerned, he had hoped 
to see the start of a small school where the 
student and the young architect could be 
assisted by men who really knew their 
alphabet—not with the primary object of 
obtaining diplomas, or letters of qualification, 
but to secure help and advice upon scholarly 
lines. ~ 

It would, he was sure, be of interest to 
know that he had-had a most generous offer 


of financial assistance from a donor who for 
the present wished to remain anonymous. He 
offered to help to start this small school in 
their new home, to which they would shortly 
remove, owing to the rebuilding of Grosvenor- 
place. In this new home the speaker hoped 
much good would be done for both architect 
and surveyor. 

“To the surveyor members I must say 
that no architect who has carried out work of 
any magnitude can be without great appre- 
ciation of the surveyors’ contribution of real 
and indispensable services to architecture. 


“‘I cannot conclude without a brief 
reference to the Association’s finances and 
membership. I am pleased to be able to 
inform you that the former are flourishing, as 
you will have seen from the balance-sheet, 
and during the past year the roll shows an 
increase of 120 members. One other thing 
that has given me pleasure is that you have 
paid tribute to a great artist by making him 
a Life Member. I refer to your past Presi- 
dent, Sir Edwin Lutyens, who, with Sir 
Robert Tasker, has done so much for the 
Association. Finally, I must thank Major 
Athoe for the courteous and kindly assistance 
that he has rendered me in all matters, and 
for the keenness with which he is constantly 
furthering the interests of the Association.” 


The Rr. Hox. Lorp Gorett, C.B.E., M.C., 
proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Association,”’ 
said it was a fine thing that one of the aims 
of the Association was to see that the erec- 
tion of buildings should be governed not 
merely by builders but also by those who 
could’ survey the problem from the more 
cultivated aspects of planning and beauty. 


The Rr. Hon. Str Joun Anpverson, the 
Lord Privy Seal, replying to the toast of 
‘* Lords and Commons,’”’ proposed by the 
Very ReEvEeREND W. R. Marttuews, D.D., 
Dean of St. Paul’s, said, ‘‘ I am engaged in 
a task which brings me into close contact 
with the members of your profession, the 
architects and surveyors. The department 
which I have taken over from the Home 
Secretary is already greatly beholden to the 
profession of architects for much valuable 
assistance in devising methods of affording 
protection to the civil population against air 
raids, and I look forward to making greater 
demands on you in the future than have been 
made in the past. I know that you and the 
allied trades of building will respond to any 
appeal I may make and do so _ whole- 
heartedly. 

‘‘There is no part of my responsibilities 
that gives me greater concern than the prob- 
lem of evolving the best possible plan for 
protecting the civil population. Many sugges- 
tions are made and all of them are carefully 
examined; one thing is clear, there is no 
single remedy. Some talk of deep under- 
ground shelters, but that involves many 
serious considerations, one of which is cost. 
I am told that a tube such as we have in the 
London clay costs £900,000 a mile to con- 
struct. If we were to contemplate providin 
adequate underground shelter, free from ris 
of destruction by a direct hit from a heavy 
bomb, we should have to face expenditure 
the measure of which could only be calculated 
by members of another learned profession, the 
astronomers. 


A Simple Form of Shelter. 


‘* Deep bomb-proof shelters may have a 
limited application, but will not furnish a 
solution to this problem. We have to find a 
solution on many lines. For the poor people 
we must try to find some simple form of 
shelter against splinter and blast, and against 
falling debris to carry out the promises made 
by the Prime Minister in the House of Com- 
mons three weeks ago, that it would be the 
aim of the Government to ensure that reason- 
able protection against those risks would be 
provided for all who could not afford to make 
provision for themselves.’’ 
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The speaker went on to say that with re. 
gard to houses of three or four storeys, with 
basement, they would be adapted for shelter 
purposes by structural strengthening in the 
basement. There was also the question of 
providing shelter for those caught in the 
streets, the provision of concrete shelters and 
trenches. They wanted a balanced olicy, and 
in that the Government wanted the trained 
brains of all who could give assistance. The 
matter was of the greatest urgency, and he 
knew that in appealing for help he would not 
appeal in vain. He was sure that architects 
and "i a would unite with others in thai 
work. :

IN PARLIAMENT 


The Menin Gate. 

Sm Rosert Ranxrw asked the Secretary of 
State for War whether his attention had been 
called to the fact that owing to the damp a 
large number of names on the Menin Gate at 
Ypres were totally illegible; and what steps 
he was taking to renew them. 

Mr. Hore-BerisHa said that there were 
54,889 names commemorated on the Menin 
Gate Memorial. Of these, 37,582 were carved 
on panels which were under cover, and these 
names were clearly legible. 17,307 names 
were carved on panels on the stairs leading 
from the main hall to the ramparts. These 
stairs were open to the weather and trouble 
had been experienced in preserving the names 
in a legible condition.’ These panels had had 
to be rubbed down, the names re-cut, and the 
whole surface of the stone treated with 
preservative. 


The panels in the north staircase were 
treated in this way in 1937, and those in the 
south staircase were now being dealt with. 
The work was nearing completion, but it 
was inevitable that, while the work was in 
progress, the names on the panels concerned 
must be difficult to read. 


Westminster House Site. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether he was able to make any 
statement regarding the possibility of a con- 
tribution on the part of His Majesty’s 
Government towards the acquisition of the 
Westminster House site. 

Sm J. Simon said that in deference to 
representations which had been received from 
a number of quarters, and recognising the 
advantages which would accrue from the pre- 
servation of the Westminster House site as an 
open space in perpetuity, the Government 
would contribate up to a total of £100,000 
towards the acquisition of the area in ques- 
tion. This surn would he inclusive of any 
grant made irom the Road Fund towards the 
cost of a scheme for improving traffic facili- 
ties in the area, and was promised on the 
condition that the local authorities and such 
other bodies as might-be concerned would 
increase the contributions which they had 
already offered, or would secure further cov- 
tributions to enable the total sum required 
to be subscribed. He must add thai, 
view of the exigencies of the present finan 
cial position, the contribution of £100,000, te 
which the Government had agreed, w4s @ 
maximum figure, which was not in any cas¢ 
to be exceeded.

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LONDON BUILDING BY-LAWS—XLII 


By ALFRED H. BARNES, F.R.1.B.A., M.1.Struct.E., and C. ROLAND WOODS, M.B.E., LL.B. 


PART VIII.—MISCELLANEOUS (continued). 
Timber in Connection with External Walls. 

A srrious detraction from the efficiency 
of an external wall as a fire check is the 
presence of timber, particularly when pro- 
jecting from the face of the wall. By-laws 
Nos. 142 and 143 relate to the use of such 
woodwork, and may therefore be regarded 
as mainly fire-preventive measures. 

By-law No. 142 prohibits any timber in 
an external wall (other than that in shop 
windows on the ground storey) projecting 
beyond the face of the wall, and if such 
timber be employed otherwise than as 
storey-posts, beams, loophole frames and 
frames of windows and doors, then such 
timber must be set back at least 4 in. 
from the face of the wall. 

As it would be absurd to permit window 
frames and door frames to be fixed flush 
with the face of the wall and at the same 
time to require sashes and doors to be 
kept back 4 in., it is reasonable to assume 
that the apparent prohibition of sashes 
and doors from the more advanced posi- 
tion is not intentional. This wording has 
come down from the London Building 
Act, 1894, prior to which these frames had 
also to be set back the 4 in. 

The only other timbers likely to be 
required in an external wall in normal 
circumstances are such as are permitted 
by by-law No. 142 to be ‘‘ built into” the 
wall, namely, the ends of beams, joists, 
purlins, rafters, fixing blocks and plugs 
and pole plates. The end of any timber 
such as a joist or purlin is therefore 
required to be kept back at least 4 in. 
from the face of the wall, except in the 
case of rafters carried beyond the wall, so 
as to form the eaves which is specially 
provided for in by-law No. 143. 

Section 61 of the London Building Act, 
1930, was in effect very similar to by-law 
No. 142, but contained a curious defect. 
The wording of Sub-sections (1) and (2) 
of this section was as follows :— 

(1) ‘‘ Save as hereafter in this section 
provided all woodwork fixed in any 
external wall except bressummers and 
storey posts thereunder and frames of 
doors and windows of shops on the 
ground storey of any building shall be 
set back 4 in. at least from the external 
face of such wall.” 

(2) “‘ Loophole frames and frames of 
doors and windows may be fixed flush 
with the face of any external wall.” 
The effect of this was (after exempting 

bressummers and storey posts thereunder 
altogether, as well as shop windows and 
doors) to require all woodwork to be set 
back “4 in. at least,’ or in the case of 
the frames of loopholes, doors and 
windows to be set flush, thus providing 
ior no intermediate position. Strictly 
speaking, therefore, while it permitted 
the frame to be brought forward to the 
‘ace of the wall it prohibited (say) a 
2} in. reveal. 

Sub-section (3) of this Section em- 
powered the Council ‘‘ by by-law or other- 
wise” to exempt from the provisions of 
the Section oak, teak or other wood 
subject to the construction of the wor’ 
being to the satisfaction of the district 
Surveyor. At present the Council is so 
empowered by the general provisions of 
the London Building Acts (Amendment) 
Act, 1935. 

The first paragraph of by-law No. 143 is 
an exact repetition of Sub-section (1) of 
“ection 79 of the Act of 1930 and names 
categorically the various parts (useful 
and ornamental) of a building which may 





project from the face of the external 
walls, requiring such parts to be con- 
structed of incombustible materials. The 
list specifically exempts from that re- 
quirement, however, cornices and dress- 
ings to the window fronts of shops and 
also the eaves, barge-boards and cornices 
to detached and semi-detached dwelling- 
houses. Such projections may therefore 
be constructed of timber. The exception 
as regards eaves, barge-boards and 
cornices, in extended to other dwelling- 
houses in which the party walls are 
corbelled out 4 in. beyond such eaves, 
barge-boards or cornices. 

There was a remarkable anomaly which 
arose out of this section (derived from the 
Act of 1894) when read in conjunction 
with the First Schedule (from the Act 
of 1905) which illustrates the danger of 
introducing new laws without regard to 
existing, and also shows the hazy use in 
building laws of. such terms as “fire- 
resisting ”’ and “ fireproof.”’ The cate- 
gory of projections from buildings con- 
tained in Section 79 (1) of the Act of 1930 
specifically included ‘‘ Every portico, 
porch, balcony, verandah, balustrade, 
outside landing, outside stairs and out- 
side steps ’’ which were required by the 
Section to be of ‘“‘ brick, tile, stone, arti- 
ficial stone, slate, cement or other fire- 
proof materials.”” What was to be under- 
stood from the questionable term “ other 
fireproof material ’’ would naturally be a 
material sui generis with ‘brick, tile, 
stone, etc.,”’ and could not therefore be 
anything in the nature of wood. On the 
other hand, the First Schedule to the Act 
(which stands unrepealed) stated, ‘‘ The 
following materials shall for the purpose 
of this Act be deemed to be fire-resisting 
materials’; and in II (5) ineluded “In 
the case of verandahs, balustrades, out- 
side landings, the treads, strings and risers 
of outside stairs, outside steps, porticos 
and porches, oak, teak, jarrah, karri or 
other hard timber not less than 1% in. 
finished thickness.” That is to say, the 
Act, in Section 79, forbade the use of a 
timber for a _ certain purpose and 
included it for the same purpose, in a 
Schedule to the same Act. 

By-law No. 143 removes the obvious 
contradiction by the simple expedient vf 
adding to its repetition of the require- 
ments of Section 79 of the Act a proviso 
permitting the construction of verandahs, 
balustrades, outside landings .. ., etc., 
etc., in accordance with paragraph II (5) 
of the First Schedule to the Act. (Inci- 
dentally, the by-law substitutes the word 
**incombustible ” for the “ fireproof” of 
the section of the Act.) 


It is made clear by this proviso that 
the projections mentioned may be con- 
structed of timbers described in para- 
graph II (5), but it is not so obvious that 
other timbers not so described are also 
available. 


‘ Under Part III of the First Schedule 
the Council has from time to time added 
to the Schedule the following timbers 
*“‘ for the special purposes and under the 
conditions relating to oak, teak, jarrah, 
karri and other hard timbers as set out 
in Part II of that Schedule.” 

Andaman Padauk (Pterocarpus dalber- 
gioides, Rexb.); Nigerian Iroko (Chloro- 
phora excelsa, Benth. et Hook); Gold 
Coast Odum (Chlorophora excelsa, Benth 
et Hook); African ‘walnut (Lovoa 
Klaineana, Pierre ex Sprague). From 
Nigeria and Gold Coast; Mora (Dimor-

phandra Mora, Benth.. et Hook). From 
British Guiana or Trinidad; Crabwood 
(Carapa guianensis, Aubl.). From British 
Guiana or Trinidad; Rhodesian Teak 
(Baikicea plurijuga, Harms.); Rhodesian 
Bean Mahogany (Copaifera coleosperma 
Benth.) ; New Zealand ‘Matai (Podocarpus 
spicatus R. Br.); Pyinkado (Xylis dola- 
briformis Benth.) from Burma; Andaman 


Pyinma (Lagerstroemia Hypoleuca 
Kurz.); Queensland Maple (Flindersia 
Brayleyana F. Muell) ; Seccondee 


Mahogany (Khava sp.) From the Gold 
Coast; Red Meranti (Shorea leprosula 
Miq.). From Malaya; English Ash 
(Frazimus excelsior L.); Douglas Fir 
(pseudotsuga Douglasii Carriére). From 
British Columbia; Keruing (Dipterocar- 
pus sp.). From Malaya; Malayan Kapur 
(Dryobalanops spp.); Borneo White 
Seraya (Shorea spp.); and Softwoods 
impregnated with ammonium sulphate. 

It might be asked, in the case of 
Rhodesian Teak, why this material should 
be added to the Schedule under Part III 
when “‘ teak ” was already one of the four 
specified materials included in Part II 
as fire-resisting. 

The term ‘‘ Rhodesian Teak,” like the 
names of some of the other timbers men- 
tioned in the list, is merely a trade name 
which does not accurately describe the 
material. Rhodesian “ teak ’’ is not a true 
teak, and is not, therefore, included in 
that category in Part II of the Schedule. 
Whether it would come within the mean- 
ing of the term “ other hard timber ” (a 
term having no botanical significance) is 
another question. By approving the 
material under Part III, however, the 
Council has removed all grounds of dis- 
pute in the matter. 

It is not generally known that any of 
the foregoing timbers, including the soft- 
woods such as Douglas Fir and New 
Zealand Matai, may be used in lieu of the 
four timbers mentioned in the Schedule 
to the Act—Oak, Teak, Jarrah and Karri 
—not only for the purposes enumerated 
in by-law No. 143, but for any purpose 
for which those four timbers are permis- 
sible for fire-preventive purposes. 

With regard to the last on the fore- 
going list—impregnated softwoods—it is 
required that where such is used as a 
fire-resisting timber it should be painted 
or varnished. Impregnation with a soluble 
salt like ammonium phosphate is liable 
to deterioration if the timber be 
exposed to the weather, and although 
by the by-law taken in combina- 
tion with the First Schedule and the 
resolution of the Council under Part III 
of the Schedule, softwood impregnated 
with ammonia sulphate is permissible as 
a fire-resisting timber for such construc- 
tions as porticos, outside landings and 
stairs, etc., its use for such purposes may 
be regarded from the practical point of 
view as somewhat questionable.

NEW GLASS SHOWROOMS 


STRUCTURAL USES OF GLASS. 


DestcNeD by Mr. Kenneth Cheesman, 
as permanent London showrooms for 
Messrs. Pilkington Bros., Ltd., these 
premises indicate how glass can be used 
structurally and decoratively to give light, 
warmth, comfort and spaciousness to 
quite ordinary rooms. The showroom—in 
three bays—is entered through a screen 
of glass bricks, and in it is displayed a 
comprehensive range of the glasses manu- 
factured. In many cases these are shown 
structurally. 

An improved new plate-glass has been 
used for facing the large folding doors in 
the centre bay. Known as “ Twin-Plate,” 
this glass is manufactured by a new pro- 
cess, and as it is claimed there are no 
perceptible waves or variations of flatness, 
the glass will considerably reduce distor- 
tion of vision and distorted reflection in 
shop windows. The secret of it lies in 
the method of grinding and polishing, 
both sides being treated simultaneously. 


The decorative glass piers are built up 
of bent fluted glasses of special white 
metal—the inside faces being sandblasted. 
‘The centre portion consists of clear glass 
rolling pins, mounted on to clear plate 
glass—prismatic glass being used to 
diffuse the light equally from the 30 mm. 
opal tube lamps, which comprise the 
lighting unit at either end. 


The end bay contains a ‘‘ Glass Extrava- 
ganza”’ designed by Sigmund Pollitzer. 
The bathroom scheme, entered through a 
screen of glass bricks, is carried out in a 
somewhat unusual combination of Wedg- 
wood ‘ Vitrolite’”’ and pink silvered 
** Vitroflex,” illustrating a new satin- 
finished surface treatment. 


The conference room, on the opposite 
side of the showroom to the entrance, 
shows glass used in a more restrained 
manner—the principal requirement being 
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THE SHOWROOM. 


to exclude traffic noises. The sound- 
resisting quality of the glass brick, which 
has been employed for the semi-decorative 
end wall, helps considerably in achieving 
this result—assisted by the double glazing 
of the opposite end of the room. The latter 
also enables a symmetrical end wall to 
be obtained, in place of the existing oddly 
spaced and unsightly area windows. To 
compensate for the sound-reflecting nature 
of the wall linings, the ceiling and floor 
are covered with sound - absorbent 
materials. The walls are faced with pink 
polished plate glass, stippled on the face 


and silvered. . Ventilation is obtained 
through a fresh-air duct in the floor at 
the glass brick-end of the room—extrac- 
tion being effected through the space be- 
tween the ceiling float and the main 
ceiling. 

The lighting fitting is built up of indi- 
vidual glass lustre units, each being 
treated with hawkseye, to improve the 
lighting quality. Each unit is fixed by 
means of a glass rosette to a satin-finished 
illuminous skeleton which in turn is 
fixed to a ceiling float, faced with satin- 
finished polished plate glass.

REDUCTIONS ANNOUNCED. ; 

The British Iron and Steel Federation 
announce that, with the concurrence of the 
Import Duties Advisory Committee, the 
affiliated associations concerned have decided 
to reduce prices over a wide range of products. 

The new prices thus established will become 
effective on January 1 next, and will hold 
until June 30, 1939, subject to the proviso in 
all sales and contracts that deliveries after 
the latter date will be at the association prices 
then ruling. 

The price reductions in the chief products 
are as follows :— .

6d. a ton; sheet 
and tinplate bars, 10s. a ton. 

Rolled and Re-rolled Products.—Merchant 
bars, sections, hoop, and strip, basic—un- 
tested, 12s. a ton; tested, 18s. a ton. 

Sheets.—Black, £1 a ton; galvanised, £1 5s. 
a ton. 





The wisdom of reducing steel prices as a 
stimulation to the building trades was referred 
to by Sir Valentine Crittall, the chairman, at 
the Crittall Manufacturing Company’s meet- 
ing.

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THE CONTRACTOR’S OBLIGATIONS AND LIABILITIES—X

INSURANCES (continued). 

In regard to the matter of insurance against 
risks generally, the contractor must, of course, 
not be neglectful of those compulsory insur- 
ances which are placed upon him by Statute 
Law as an employer of labour. Apart from 
these, it is for him to determine what risks 
he will cover by insurance. It is almost un- 
necessary to suggest that a prudent employer 
of labour should safeguard himself in every 
way possible from the effects of any legal 
consequences, especially those due to acci- 
dents to his own employees or to outsiders, 
owing to the negligence of his own work- 
people. It may be that the building or 
engineering contract will bind him to effect 
certain insurances in any event. 


As to compulsory insurances, the contractor 
will, of course, see to the insurance of his 
motor vehicles with a third-party liability, 
such policy (in a particular case) covering 
motor vehicles of every description used in 
connection with the works. 

The contractor must, again, see to it that 
his employees are insured against sickness and 
unemployment—that is, National Health and 
Unemployment Insurance. Every contractor, 
as an employer of labour, will be familiar 
with the procedure of affixing stamps on their 
employeés’ insurance cards, but it may be 
worth mentioning that should an employer 
fail to deduct an employee’s contributions 
when paying his wages, he cannot deduct that 
share from the employee at some future time. 


Should the contractor, in any workshops on 
the site of the contract works, perform such 
operations as involve the use of a boiler, it 
is expedient to take out a policy of insurance 
for the same to cover the possibility of 
damages for any personal injuries caused by 
an explosion, for in such a case a Board of 
Trade inquiry may follow such a mishap. 

As well as these compulsory insurances, the 
contractor should, as far as is possible, insure 
against any liabilities that may accrue to him 
under the building or engineering contract. 
Most formal contracts make different forms 
of insurance for these risks compulsory—as, 
for instance, the provision of insurance 
against fire and compensation risks under the 
193i R.I.B.A. Building Contract. 


Many formal building and engineering 
contracts contain a clause to the effect that 
the contractor must indemnify the employer 
against any claim or proceedings made against 
the employer under the provisions of the 
Fatal Accidents Act of 1846, the Employers’ 
Liability Act of 1880, or any other statute 
in force, as well as under Common Law. This 
liability is for any claim that may be made 
by any person employed by either the con- 
tractor or sub-contractor, or by anyone claim- 
ing through such person. The contractor 
binds himself, in order adequately to meet 
these indemnities, to enter into proper and 
adequate terms of insurance. Liability for 
aren injuries may arise, again, under the 

orkmen’s Compensation Act of 1925. 

It is customary, when an injury is sus- 
tained by a person in the course of the build- 
ing or engineering contract works, for that 
person to sue the employer under the con- 
tract. In such a happening, where, under the 
contract, the employer is to be indemnified 
by the contractor, the employer should at 
once inform the contractor that he is being 
sued, should he (the employer) intend to 
recover under the indemnity clause. The con- 
tractor will then have an opportunity of 
raising his own defence when the claim is 
heard in court. Should the employer settle 
the claim on demand, without contesting it, 
and the contractor be able to prove that no 
liability in the matter rested upon him, then, 
of course, the employer must bear the loss. 

In a sub-contract the contractor under. the 
main or principal contract is the employer 
under the sub-contraet. In a formal sub-con- 
tract, then, a clause is always included similar 


as 


to that we have been discussing, under which 
the sub-contractor engages to indemnify the 
contractor, amongst other things, against any 
claim by an employee of the sub-contractor 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Acts, 
Employers’ Liability Acts, or any other Acts 
of Parliament of a like nature respectively 
in force for the time being. A provision is 
usually added, in a formal sub-contract, to 
the effect that nothing in the sub-contract is 
to impose any liability upon the sub-contractor 
in respect of any negligence or breach of duty 
on the part of the contractor, other sub-con- 
tractors, his or their servants or agents. “ 

Quite apart from the terms of a formal 
building or engineering contract, the follow- 
ing provisions of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act, 1925, should be noticed. If in any 
employment personal injury by accident 
arising out of and in the course of the em- 
ployment is caused to a workman, his 
employer is liable to pay compensation in the 
manner provided by the Act, and such com- 
pensation is payable to, or for the benefit of, 
the workman, or, where death results from 
the injury, to or for the benefit of his 
dependants, as defined by the Act (Section 4). 
Where, however, any person (called the prin- 
cipal) contracts, in the course of or for the 
purposes of his trade or business, with any 
other person (called the contractor) for the 
execution by or under the principal of the 
whole or any part of any work undertaken by 
the principal, he (the principal) is liable to 
pay to any workman employed in the work 
that compensation he would have been liable 
to pay under the Act if the workman had 
been directly employed by him. But where 
the principal is liable to pay compensation 
under the section he is entitled to be indemni- 
fied by any person who would have been liable 
to pay compensation to the workman inde- 
pendently of the section. Furthermore, there 
is nothing in the section to prevent a work- 
man from suing the contractor, instead of the 
principal, if he so elects. Section 6 of the 
Act does not apply, however, in a case where 
an accident has occurred elsewhere than on, 
or in, or about the premises in which the 
principal has undertaken to execute the work, 
or which are otherwise under his control or 
management. 

_The «pplication of this section of the Act 
of 1925 is not confined to the case of a main 
contract and sub-contract. ‘‘It extends to 
the case of a man who undertakes on his 
own account such work as he usually under- 
takes for others in the course of his trade 
or business (e.g., a builder building a house 
for his own use), and contracts with another 
to do part of the work ’’—per Cozens-Hardy, 
M.R.. in Skates v. Jones and Co. (1910), 
2 K.B. 903. Where, however, no claim could 
be miaintained against the contractor there 
is no liability accruing to the principal—Marks 
v. Carne (1909), 2 K.B. 516. Where the 
principal claims to be indemnified, such claim 
must be settled by arbitration as provided 
by the Act (Section 21). 

There are certain other kinds of optional 
insurances that should be mentioned here. 
Tt is by no means unusual for the contractor 
to insure himself against personal injury sus- 
tained on the works during the course of his 
supervision. It need only be pointed out 
that premiums payable, both in the case of 
the master contractor and his employees, will 
naturally vary according to the less or more 
dangerous nature of the work being under- 
taken. 

A formal building or engineering contract 
(as, for example, the 1931 R.I.B.A. Form of 
Building Contract) usually lays down the lia- 
bility of the contractor and provides for the 
indemnification of the employer against claims 
under Statute or Common Law for personal 
injuries or death to any person whomsoever, 
arising out of, or in the course of, or caused 
by the execution of the contract works, unless 
due to any act or neglect of the employer 
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or his servants. Similar provisions are cop. 
tained in the 1931 Form with regard to 
injury to property, real or personal, due to 
the contractor’s negligence or default. [p 
such a case the contractor would be under the 
necessity of taking out a policy of insurance 
to cover his liability. Such a policy should, 
of course, also cover his liability in the case 
of (among other things) the collapse of an 
adjoining building, due to the contract works,

Payment of Sub-contractor. 

Srr,—I have recently completed a contract 
as a sub-contractor. My account was passed by 
a representative of the firm in my office, which 
was confirmed by me the same day. I have had 
no reply that the account has been passed, 
although some six weeks have elapsed. The 
firm who sub-contracted to me cannot obtain 
their cheque. Is there any law entitling a sub- 
contractor to payment on completion, subject 
to passing of account? ¥. 

[The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent : ‘‘ Unless there is a term 
in the sub-contract as to the mode and time of 
payment of the sub-contractor, also as to the 
‘ passing ef account’ being a condition pre- 
cedent to payment, then the sub-contractor is 
entitled to sue his employer—that is, the 
general contractor—for payment on satisfac- 
torily completing the sub-contract work.’’]

Sr,—The principle of connecting copper 
cylinders to galvanised piping is bad and not 
recommended. If the water is hard it coats 
the pipe to a certain degree, but, of course, 
this is not permanent, The inside of pipes 
could be treated with a bituminous solution, 
but even the life of that material would not 
be very long. It is much better to have the 
same relative metal to metal to ensure dura- 
bility.

Tenders. 
[Answers To “‘ ARcuiTEcT,’’ NOVEMBER 25. ] 

Sir,—The answer to querist’s question de- 
pends on circumstances and on the wording 
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of the tender. In my view a tender which 
merely reads : ‘‘I estimate the cost, etc., to 
be, etc.,’’ could be withdrawn at any time 
since it contains none of the essence of a 
contract. If, as is frequent, it adds ‘‘ and 
I am willing to enter into a contract for that 
amount,’’ or similar words, the acceptance of 
such a tender would constitute a contract if 
it had not been previously withdrawn. On 
the other hand, if it could be shown that 
new circumstances had arisen since the offer- 
ing of the tender, it would be difficult to hold 
the firm concerned to its terms if an un- 
willing party. ConTRACT. 


Smr,—When a tender has been accepted the 
contract is binding on both parties and can- 
not be withdrawn at any time without the 
consent of the other party. When a firm 
tender for a contract they are responsible 
for seeing that they are in a position to carry 
it to completion for the price offered and are 
also responsible for verifying details of the 
work. A contractor may but cannot claim 
to be released from a tender, but only with 
the consent and on the terms of the other 
side. Otherwise damages can be claimed for 
any loss incurred. W. E. W. 


L.M.B.A. ANNUAL DINNER 


A ReEcoRD gathering of nearly 700 
attended the annual dinner of the London 
Master Builders’ Association, held on 
Tuesday, December 13, at the Connaught 
Rooms, Great Queen-street, London. Mr. 
G. R. Holland, F.1I.0.B., President of the 
L.M.B.A., presided. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The London 
Master Builders’ Association,’ Mr. H. S. 
GoopHaRrt-RENDEL, P.R.1.B.A., said that archi- 
tects and builders used to be considered as 
natural enemies each of the other. They 
were now considered together as natural 
enemies of the country-loving public and 
were suspected of being im the closest and 
most affectionate collusion. 

‘“We are certainly instrumental, between 
us, in the cutting down of a great many trees 
and destroying a great many meadows,’’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘ but the responsibility 
for these actions, whem they are unnecessary, 
rests with the community which refuses those 
available benefits of town planning.”’ i 

Londoners were also considered to be in- 
strumental in the destruction of a great deal 
of urban amenity and the substitution for it 
of many unsuitable buildings, but it iwas 
hardly for the architects and builders to 
refuse to execute proposals that their em- 
ployers were allowed by Government to pro- 
mote with impunity. 

During the past week the speaker_had 
addressed a number of architects in Edin- 
burgh, an assembly of craftsmen and opera- 
tives, and now builders. ‘‘ If I had, which I 
have not,’’ he continued, “an engagement 
this week to address the manufacturers of 
building materials, my temerity would have 
encircled the whole industry. All this talk- 
ing would embarrass me a good deal if I did 
not feel, with all proper humility, that I 
had something to say. I am alarmed, as 
many of you must be alarmed, at the gradual 
loss of independence with which we are 
threatened; at the possibility that all our 
complementary activities may be dragooned 
by theoretical economists into a large, over- 
organised building service in which we shall 
all have to take orders from somebody who 
only knows our jobs from the outside.” 


When he was addressing architects in Edin- 
burgh, the speaker declared that he pointed 
out that an architect who was not absorbed 
in architecture was a creature that did not 
make sense; that his only right to claim the 
large scope that his activities now covered 
was that architectural skill enabled him to 
perform them better than anyone else. To 
the young operatives the speaker said that 
pride in his work was a workman’s most 
valuable treasure, and that conditions damag- 
ing to that pride ought to be fought as deter- 
a as conditions damaging to his bodily 

ealth. 


To the builders he suggested, greatly 
daring, that the grand old businesses repre- 
sented before him in so distinguished a way 
had the welfare both of architects and of 
operatives very much in their hands, They 
each had the function of organising buildin 
according to their particular tradition, an 
they each had their own responsibility for 
serving architects well or ill, for treating 
operatives better or worse. 


Value of Free Negotiation. 

It would be useless to pretend that the 
interests of architects, builders and operatives 
were identical, except on the high plane of 
common humanity, but he did hold that all 
of them, in their several interests, had a 
common interest of enormous importance in 
preserving their present free negotiation with 
each other. They could not consent to be 
planned and be rationalised, and all those 
other horrid things that trade experts wished 
to do to them until they became nothing but 
bands and cogwheels in a large machine, with 
no way of expressing their feelings except by 
breaking. 

** Builders and architects,’’ concluded the 
speaker, ‘‘ have a great bond between them 
in their common undertaking. No collabora- 
tion in the world can be more inspiring to the 
collaborators than that between the architect 
and the builder who feel mutual sympathy, 
and it is really for this reason that I have 
confessed to you my fears about the possible 
dehumanisation of our great industry.” 

Responding to the toast, the Presmpent 
said in many ways it had been a very interest- 
ing year... Happily there had been no major 
industrial dispute, but he would mention the 
experience of some of the big contractors in 
the international crisis in September. On 
Saturday, September 24, they knew nothing 
of what was required of them. On Monday, 
they were asked to start, and in the afternoon 
they did. On Tuesday, all their running 
contracts were denuded of labour. The 
response from the operative, no matter what 
he was, plasterer, bricklayer, and so on, was 
magnificent. He was taken from his legiti- 
mate job and given a pick and shovel and 
asked to dig. The absence of protest by all 
building owners and architects whose con- 
tracts came to a standstill helped them 
enormously, and the speaker took the oppor- 
tunity of thanking them for their support 
in doing what the Government considered 
essential. They all, he felt, had to offer up 
their thanks that the efforts were wasted ! 

Continuing, the speaker said: ‘“‘ What can 
one say about our relations with labour which 
is not contradictory. We have had many 
open and friendly conferences with the officers 
of the London District of the National Fed- 
eration of Building Trades Operatives, but 
at the same time unofficial strikes have taken 
place. These disputes are much to be re- 
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gretted, but it has to be admitted that there 
have been faults on both sides. On our 
side, want of tact and hasty temper has some- 
times been the cause and on the other side, 
I think I am right in saying, the leaders 
have had a certain amount of trouble with 
their own members, so it behoves us for the 
sake of the trade generally to support these 
leaders in their endeavours to secure that 
reason prevails over the unreasonable elements 
in their ranks. 

The Noisy Minority. 

** Labour, naturally, look after their own 
interests, but the majority are perfectly will- 
ing to attain their ends by proper and con- 
stitutional methods: it is only the noisy 
minority who are causing the trouble, but I 
would say to my labour friends who are here 
to-night that this noisy minority must be 
controlled if our amicable relations are to be 
continued. 

“It is the nature of the building industry 
that the building owner, the architect and 
the surveyor, should all be on one side of 
a fence and we contractors on the other, 
but our relations with kindred societies such 
as the R.1.B.A. and the Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion are such that however high that fence 
might have been in the past, by mutual 
consent and understanding it has been cut 
down to the height of an ordinary committee- 
room table and so we meet and discuss our 
prublems 

‘There is, as you know, a liaison com- 
mittee of this Association and the R.1.B.A. 
which, I think, has worked happily. I hope 
soon to see such committees created with the 
surveyors and also with the specialists and 
sub-contractors, which should further cement 
an understanding already in existence.’’ 

The speaker concluded by saying that the 
policy of the L.M.B.A. was that all branches 
of the industry, the architects, surveyors, 
contractors and labour, should all draw even 
closer together and all have one common 
object in view—the future progress and pros- 
perity of the industry. 

Masor F. A. Watts, M.C., F.1.0.B., Vice- 
President of the L.M.B.A., submitted the 
toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’ and Sm Watrer 
Monckton, K.C.V.O., M.C., K.C., responded. 

Among those present were Sir Charles 
Bressey, Sir Alfred Hurst, Sir Walter Law- 
rence, Sir Malcolm McAlpine, Sir Frederick 
Minter, Sir Robert Tasker, Sir James West, 
Dr. Oscar Faber, Professor A. B. Knapp-

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SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS. 

A proposeD scheme of insurance against 
inclement weather in _ the- building 
industry has (as stated in our last issue) 

en submitted for the consideration of 
the Minister of Labour by the National 
Joint Council for the Building Industry 
under Section 72 (2) of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act, 1935. Copies of the 
proposed scheme may be obtained by 
interested parties from the Ministry of 
Labour, Montagu House, Whitehall, 
S.W.1. Any representations which - it 
may ibe desired to make must reach that 
Department not later than January 7 
next. 

The scheme would not begin to operate 
as regards benefit until a year’s contribu- 
tions had been paid. 

The proposed scheme as issued consists 
of some 63 clauses, arranged under eight 
heads, and six schedules. Following is 
a summary of the principal provisions :— 


Scope of Scheme. 

The scheme shall be called the Building 
Industry Supplementary Unemployment 
Insurance Scheme (Clause 1 

For the purposes of the scheme, the build- 
ing industry shall consist of all undertakings 
wholly or mainly devoted to the carrying on 
in England and Wales of any one or more 
of the activities of construction, alteration, 
repair, maintenance, decoration and demolition 
of buildings and the manufacture of fittings cr 
other materials commonly made by persons 
carrying on any of the aforesaid activities and 
used in any of the aforesaid activities (2). 

The scheme shall apply (with certain 
exceptions) to every male person who has 
attained the age of 16 years and is insured 


under the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
1935 (3). 
Administration. 


The scheme shall be administered by 
board of 14 members (seven drawn from 
each of the Employers’ and Operatives’ 
Federations) (4). 

For the purposes of the scheme there shall 
be constituted a General Council of 20 mem- 
bers (10 being nominated by each of the 
National Confederation of Employers’ Organi- 
sations and the Trades Union Congress), 
whose powers and duties shall be to control 
and administer the affairs of the scheme. A 
sum not exceeding £2,000 annually shall be 
allowed for remuneration of chairman, vice- 
chairman and members and for travelling and 
other expenses, and sums not exceeding £750 
as remuneration of officers and as Council 
expenses (5-11). 


Contributions. 

Subject to the provisions of the scheme, 
every person to whom the scheme applies, 
and every employer of any such person, shall 
be liable to pay weekly contributions at the 
rates applicable. 

Except where rules under the scheme other- 
wise prescribe, the employer shall, in the first 
instance, be liable to pay both his own and 
the employed person’s contributions. 

A contribution shall be payable in respect 
of every person to whom the scheme applies 
for each calendar week for which an unem- 
ployment contribution is payable; provided 
that (a) where one contribution has been paid 
in respect of an employed person for any 
calendar week, no further contribution shall 
be payable in respect of him for that week ; and 
(6) a wet time contribution shall not be 
payable by reason only of the fact of attend- 
ance at a place of work, whether compensa- 
tion is or is not paid in respect of the expenses 
of such attendance (16). 

Notwithstanding any contract to the con- 
trary, the employer shall not be entitled to 
deduct from the wages of, or otherwise to 
recover from, the ‘employed person the 
employer’s contribution (17). 
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THE “WET TIME” SCHEME 


Where the employed person receives any 
wages or other pecuniary remuneration from 
the employer, the amount of any contribution 
paid by the employer on behalf of the 
employed person shall, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any Act or any contract to the 
contrary, be recoverable by means of deduc- 
tion from the wages of that person or from 
any other remuneration due from the employer 
to that person and not otherwise; provided 
that no such deduction may be made from 
any wages or remuneration other than such 
as are paid in respect of the period or part 
of the period for which the contribution is 
payable (18). 

Where the employed person is employed 
by more than one person in any calendar 
week, the first person employing him in that 
week or such other employer or. employers 
as may be prescribed shall be deemed to be 
the employer for the purposes of the pro- 
visions of the scheme relating to the pay- 
ment of contribution. 

Provision is made for cases where employed 
persons work under the general control of 
some person other than their immediate 
employer, and for that other person to deduct 
contributions (other than employer’s contri- 
butions) which he may become liable to pay 
from any sums payable by him to the 
immediate employer (19). 

The board shall have power to make rules 
providing for any matters incidental to the 
payment and collection of contributions, in 
particular (a) providing for the payment of 
contributions by means of stamps affixed upon 
books or cards; and (6) the issue, sale 
custody, production and delivery up of cards 
or books and the replacement of cards or 
books lost, destroyed or defaced (21). 

Wet time stamps shall be prepared and 
issued in such manner as the Minister of 
Labour, with the consent of the Treasury, 
shall direct. The Postmaster-General may 
provide for the sale of stamps through the 
Post Office (22). 

Offences in relation to wet-time cards, 
books and stamps; recovery of contributioas 
on prosecutions under the scheme; civil pro- 
ceedings by employees against employers for 
neglect to comply with provisions as to con- 
tributions; and bankruptcy and winding-up 
are dealt with in Paragraphs 23 to 26. 


Benefit. 

Every employer of a person to whom the 
scheme applies shall keep a record in pre- 
scribed form of time during which any :uch 
person employed was prevented from working 
during working time by reason only of incle- 
ment weather, and every entry shall be agreed 
to in writing by every person to whom it 
relates or by a representative appointed as 
provided. 

Working time shall mean in relation to 
any employed person and in relation to any 
day a period consisting of the first eight and 
a half hours during that day in respect of 
which it has been agreed between him and 
his employer that work shall be done by 
him, or where it has been agreed, a less 
period; provided that.(a) a day shall mean 
the whole period between midnight and mid- 
night, and (b) no time between noon on 
Saturday and the midnight which divides 
Sunday from Monday shall be deemed to be 
working time. ; 

Inclement weather shall mean any of the 
following : rain, hail, sleet, snow, frost, wind 
fog and flood. 

Every person to whom the Scheme applies 
who is on any day prevented from working 
during working time by reason only of in- 
clement weather shall be entitled to wet 
time benefit in respect of every continuous 
half-hour for the whole of which he is so 
prevented from working during working time 
on that day. 

No person shall be entitled to benefit 
(among other reasons) (a) unless he has at- 
tended at his place of work during the day 
and forwarded his wet time certificate to 
an Employment Exchange, and such ex-

change has certified in the prescribed mann 
that unemployment benefit is not payable re 


him in respect of that day under the Act. 
and (b) in respect of any part of a day which 
is the fourth, fifth or sixth day of non-em. 
ployment (excluding Sunday) in a wage week. 

‘Wage week ”’ shall mean a period of not 
more than seven consecutive days on the 
expiry of which, and in respect of work done 
during which, it has been agreed beiween 
him and his employer that wages shall be 
paid to him. (28.) 

Subject to the provisions of the Scheme 


‘the amount of wet time benefit to which a 


person is entitled in respect of any period 
during any wage week, including any wet 
time benefit which becomes due in that week 
in respect of any period during any previous 
wage week, shall be paid to such person 
by his employer at the time of payment of 
his wages, and such person and his employer 
shall then complete in duplicate a certificate 
in respect of that week in prescribed form. 
The employer shall then send to the Board 
one copy of the certificate (which shall be 
evidence of his claim. for repayment from 
the Supplementary Fund of wet time benefit 
paid by him in respect of the week in 
question) and shall retain the other copy as 
record. . (29.) on 


Determination of Claims and Other Matters. 

Determination of claims for wet time bene- 
fit shall be decided by a Claims Court (con- 
sisting of a representative of the persons to 
whom the Scheme applies, drawn from a 
panel of such representatives, and a repre- 
sentative of employers of such persons, like- 
wise drawn from a panel, presided over by 
an independent chairman appointed by the 
Minister of Labour), whose decision shall be 
final. (34-35.) 


Legal Proceedings. 


In any proceeding (a) for an offence under 
the Scheme; or (b) involving any question 
as to the payment of contributions under the 
Scheme; or (c) for the recovery of any sums 
due to the Supplementary Fund, the decision 
of the Minister of Labour on any question 
whether or not a person is or was an em- 
ployed person, or as to who is or was the 
employer of an employed person, or whether 
@ person or class of persons is or is not 
or was or was not a person or class of per- 
sons to whom the Scheme applies or applied 
shall, unless an appeal against the decision 
is pending, be conclusive for the purpose of 
those proceedings. (37.) 


Financial. 

For the purposes of the Scheme there shalt 
be a fund to be known as the Building In- 
dustry Supplementary Fund, under the con- 
trol and management of the Board. The 
Minister shall pay into this fund from time 
to time an amount equal as near as may be 
to the sums received by the Minister in respect 
of the sales of wet-time stamps after deduct- 
ing expenses and charges as determined by the 
Treasury and others. (45-46.) 

Provision is made for an audit or valuatior 
by an actuary twelve months after the incep- 
tion of the scheme, and in every third anni- 
versary afterwards. (52.) 


Miscellaneous. 

The Minister shall participate in the ad- 
ministration of the Scheme by directing any 
inspectors or other officers under his control 
to perform such functions as after consulta- 
tion with the Board he thinks it expedient 
that they should perform in order to bring 
about the most efficient and economical work- 
ing of the Scheme. (53.)

FIRE-RESISTING PROTECTION OF 
STRUCTURAL STEELWORK 


Tue L.C.C. at their meeting on Tuesday, 
December 6, passed Regulations as to 
applications for waivers of building by- 
laws Nos. 68 and 91 so as to permit the 
use of fire-protection for structural steel- 
work other than the fire protection re- 
quired in the building by-laws. 

The regulations set out the conditions 
which the Council will apply to determine 
whether the steelwork shall be required 
to be fire-resisting for (1) two hours, (2) 
one hour, or (3) half an hour, in accor- 
dance with time-temperature tests set out 
in the regulations (which tests conform 
substantially as regards the relation 
between temperature and time and as 
regards loading with that described in 
British Standard Specification No. 476 of 
1932), or whether (4) there shall be no 
specific requirement for fire-resistant en- 
casement of the steelwork. 

The L.C.C. give the following informa- 
tion for the guidance of applicants :— 

The Council will determine in each case 
the minimum test period for which the 
protection shall be required to afford 
adequate protection for the steel against 
fire, having regard to the particular cir- 
cumstances and needs. Subject to this 
qualification the following classification 
is published for the guidance of applicants 
submitting applications for waiver or 
modification of the by-laws :— 

Buildings erected after January 1, 1938 

(including alterations and additions). 


Class '.—Regulation Test Period, Two Hours: 
_ (a) A building or a division of a build- 
ing to be used for bulk storage or ware- 
house purposes. 
_ (4) A building or a division of a build- 
ing to be used for purposes of trade or 
manufacture exceeding 250,000 cu. ft. in 
exten. 

() in a building used in part for 
dwelling purposes :— 

(i) any part used for bulk storage or 
Warehouse purposes ; 

Gi) any part used for purposes of 
trade or manufacture exceeding 2,500 sq. 
ft. in floor area on any one floor, or 
62,500 cu. ft. in extent. 

(2) Tn a building used in part for office 
purposes :— 

() any part used for bulk storage or 
warehouse purposes; 


(ii) any part used for purposes of 
trade or manufacture exceeding 5,000 sq. 
ft. in floor area on any one floor or 
125,000 cu. ft. in extent. 

(ec) A part of a building used for garage 
purposes exceeding 1,000 sq. ft. in floor 
area, for a transformer chamber, boiler 
room, bulk storage room or for any pur- 
pose involving similar fire risk. 


Class 11.—Regulation Test Period, One Hour: 


(a) A building or a division of a build- 
ing to be used for purposes of trade or 
manufacture not exceeding 250,000 cu. ft. 
in extent. 


(6) In a building used in part for dwell- 
ing purposes: Any part used for purposes 
of trade or manufacture exceeding 1,000 sq. 
ft. but not exceeding 2,500 sq. ft. in floor 
area on any one floor, or exceeding 31,250 
cu. ft. but not exceeding 62,500 cu. ft. in 
extent. 


(c) In a building used in part for office 
purposes: Any part used for purposes of 
trade or manufacture exceeding 2,500 sq. 
ft. but not exceeding 5,000 sq. ft. in floor 
area on any one floor or exceeding 62,500 
cu. ft. but not exceeding 125,000 cu. ft. in 
extent. 


(d) A building to be used for dwelling or 
office purposes (1) exceeding 2,500 sq. ft. 
in floor area on any one floor, or (2) ex- 
ceeding 125,000 cu. ft. in extent, or (3) of 
smaller area or cubical extent having the 
level of the upper surface of a floor at a 
greater height than 50 ft. above the level 
of the footway immediately in front of the 
centre of the face of the building or if 
there is no footway above the level of the 
ground before excavation. 


Class III. 
Hour: 


(a) A building to be used for dwelling 
or office purposes not exceeding 2,500 sq. 
ft. in floor area on any one floor nor 
125,000 cu. ft. in extent nor having a floor 
at a greater height than 50 ft. as above 
described. 


(6) In a building used in part for dwell- 
ing purposes: Any part used for purposes 
of trade or manufacture not exceeding 
1,000 sq. ft. in floor area on any one floor 
nor 31,250 cu. ft. in extent nor having a

(c) In a building used in part for office 
purposes: Any part used for purposes of 
trade or manufacture not exceeding 2,500 
sq. ft. in floor area on any one floor nor

at a greater height than 50 ft. as above 
described. 


Generally. 

Building or parts of buildings erected 
after January 1, 1938, other than those in- 
cluded in Classes I, II and III, and altera- 
tions and additions to buildings existing 
on January 1, 1938, will be dealt with on 
their merits. In dealing with such appli- 
cations the Council -will have regard to 
the standard of fire-protection in the 
buildings as existing. 

The Council is prepared to consider 
applications for the omission of fire pro- 
tection to structural steelwork :— 


(a) In single family dwelling-houses. 

(4) Supporting pavement lights in a 
footway, open space, or flat roof. 

(c) In buildings existing on January 1, 
1938, wherein the existing structural steel- 
work is not protected against the action of 
fire. 


(d) Supporting nothing but timber floors 
of ordinary board and joist construction 
in buildings used for purposes of trade or 
manufacture not exceeding 125,000 cu. ft. 
in extent nor having a floor at a greater 
height than 50 ft. as above described. 


(e) In lintels not exceeding 7 ft. clear 

span. 
And such applications need be accom- 
panied only by a block plan sufficient to 
identify the building and such other plans 
and particulars as will indicate the char- 
acter and use of the building. 

For the purposes of these regulations 
“trade ” includes shops and showrooms, 
and ‘‘ manufacture ’”’ includes factories, 
workshops and workrooms. 

In appropriate cases the Council may 
be prepared to approve, without requiring 
tests :— 

Fire protection of concrete consisting of 
1:6 Portland cement and gravel aggre- 
gate graded 2 in. down, of thickness not 
less than 2 in. and reinforced with steel 
binding wire No. 13 S.W.G., as correspond- 
ing with a regulation test period of two 
hours; and ; 

Portland cement plastering of thickness 
not less than 3 in. on metal lathing pro- 
perly fastened, as corresponding with a 
regulation test period of half an hour. 

The Council may include in the con- 
ditions on which a modification or waiver 
is granted a requirement that the appli- 
cant shall furnish to the satisfaction of 
the district surveyor, as and when he may 
require, evidence that fire protection used 
or to be used in the building is in accord- 
ance with the conditions prescribed by 
the Council in each particular case. 

Note.—The above information is inten- 
ded only as a general guide for applicants, 
as the Council will deal with each appli- 
cation on its merits, and in cases present- 
ing exceptional ffire-risks a higher 
standard than that prescribed in Class I 
foregoing may be required. The classifi- 
cation of buildings for the purposes of 
the above information has no bearing 
upon any question which may arise as to 
the fire-grading and/or zoning of 
buildings.
